In any other day it would have been 
remarkable if so many powers, including 
those with most to gain and least to fear 
from wars of conquest, should have bound 


themselves to repudiate the thought of 
conquest, for that is what the pledge 


amounts to. Twenty years ago no such 
agreement would have had a chance of ac- 
-entance by the leading nations of Europe.

If 
the great war did not really end war, it at 
least brought the nations to a realization 
that aggressive militarism is folly.

THE MINER HARVESTERS 

A good many of the British miners who 
came to get work in the western harvest 
fields say they will stay in Canada if they 
can find steady employment. Doubtless 
the whole party would rernain on the same 
terms. But that very many of them will 
be able to find permanent places is not 
likely. The great majority will probably 
return when the harvest is ended—prefer- 
ring to face idleness in the old lands than 
in a strange one. 

These are men of British stock; the 
strain that is most welcome in Canada 
and which is not strongly enough repre- 
sented among the new-comers§ from 
Furope. Their handicap is that they have 
not the training and the means to start 
farming; and that Canada cannot offer 
them the kind of work for which they are 
fitted and to which they are used. Should 
they remain it would be at the risk of per- 
sonal hardship, through no fault of their 
own nor any fault of the country 

The predicament of these miner har 
vesters illustrates the difficulty of secur- 
ing a proper proportion of British people 
among the new-comers to. Canada. The 
Dominion perforce restricts its immigra- 
tion appeal to the British farmer and ag- 
ricultural worker, But these are not the 
classes of men whom Britain can spare 
The unemployed surplus there consists of 
men trained to other occupations, who 


cannot find work and would gladly mi- 
grate if jobs in their own lines were avail- 
able here.

It implies a sympathy 
with others’ feelings and a knowledge 
of how to handle them, how to allay 
suspicion, how to inspire confidence, 
how to compromise and adjust. The 
social tactician ts a good peactmaker, 
Tact is said to be a preferred wo- 
man's art, since it deals so largely 
with the intimate personal and emo- 
tional nature.

You may 
use flattery, but whether you lay 
it on thick or use it delicately show:

Presidential Address 

In the course of his presidential ad-

Discipline of Members | 

A reply touching on the subject of 
discipline of members was presented | 
bh A. E. Hoskins, Winnine7, which 
reviewed exhaustively the formalities 
cf dealing with cases of unprofessional 
ccnduct. During a lengthy discus- 
sion it was made clear by the bench- 
ers that the law societies of the do- 
minion, without exception, were ex- 
tremely jealous of the ethics of the 
profession and did not hesitate to take 
extreme action when necessary 

The desirability of the development 
in Canada of post-graduete legal edu- 
estion was stressed in a special report 
submitted by John E. Read, Halifax, 
N.S. Members of the committee, he 
Geclared, appreciated the actual de- 
mand for such facilities by students 
and realized the dancer of leaving It to 
the law schools of the United States 
to satisfy that deman’. 

In order to develope post-graduate 
iegal education in the dominion, Mr 
Read pointed out, adequate facilities 
must be furnished and a generous en- 
doyment established Meanwhile, 
he thought, it would be impracticable 
to organize a school or institute.
